The May number of tlie JS 


American Revteif contains the first 
of a series of articles by Senator 
Morton on proposed amendments to 
tbe Constitution, involving the aboli- 
tion of the Electoral College. 
The 


Senator writes with <;reat force and 
directness. 
Indeed, in all his mure 


elaborate speeches which are written 
oat this torse and Compact form of 
•peech it notable. 
Tlio first article- 


is very brief and hardly more than 
introduces his subject. Ho accounts 
for tbe adoption of the electoral 
feature originally by thn fact that 
tbe framers of the Constitution had 
been educated in the fear of Democ- 
racy, and were afraid Hut tie people 
might become ao corrupt that it 
would be dangerous toallow the elec- 
tion of a President to turn on a pop- 
alar election, 
The oboicu was tu lit,- 


made at one remove from that point. 
Tbe electors wero supposed to vote 
independently, although in practice 
that was never done. 
The events of 


a hundred rears have shown that the 
distrust of the pooular will was 
groundless. 
The whole theory on 


which tbe Electoral College was 
founded bas been shown to bo base- 
less. 
The groat body of the Ameri- 


can people are incapable of corrup- 
tion. They may be imposed upon, 
bat their purpose is generally rigbt. 
There are always -intelligent men 
enough ia both parties, with the aid 
of the press, to put parties on botb 
aides nearly on an equality as to a 
fall understanding of all important 
questions. 
Moreover, the instincts 


and purposes of lLo masses being 
generally right, politician* are com- 
pelled to recognize this fact and are 
never in more danger than when they 
attempt to palm off a fraudulent pol- 
icy. 
The great middle class of the 


American people is conservative, and 
is disposed to apply tlio most thor- 
ough tests to all new theories and 
proposed experimetts. 
The new 


schemes of government, of social and 
civil policy which aie- brought for- 
ward from time to time by intense 
radicals and by that small number 
who have been educated out of com- 
mon sense, rind little favor at the 
Lands ol tbe great conservative body 
of electors. 


The conviction has ripened of late 


that tbe country has no further use 
for the cumbrous and unsatisfactory 
system of the Electoral College, 
At 


the recent 
Presidential 
election 


the result for a time seemoil to hinge 
upon the eligibility of an Elector in 
Florida or Oregon. 
The assumed 


disqualification in tbe hitter case, 
was that the Elector bad held tho 
nominal office of Postmaster in a 
small village. 
Tho Into election 


showed that tlio givsit purpose for 
which tho Electoral College was 
created had utterly failed, and that 
the questions which -jreiv out of this 
provision were of SJ complex and 
grave a character as to endanger the 
peace of the country. 
"Experience 


as well SB reason now suggest that 
the rubbish of an Electoral College 
be brushed away entirely and the 
people allowed to vote directly for 
the man of their choice." 


In fa tare papers Senator Morton 


will probably outline bis views of 
tbe best method of iscertmning the 
popular vote, whether by districts, 
similar to tbe preset t Congressional 
districts, or by some method stiH 
more satisfactory, It is evident that 
eo wid* departure from tbe pranice 
of a century should only be adopted 
after the most careful consideration. 
Tbe writer wisely concludes that the 
intelligence of the country must be 
enlisted, and therefore seeks at once 
the instrumentality of the press to 
make better known a theory which 
he holds in common with some of 
the best minds of the< time. The aim 
is to have all needful discussions, 
and if possible, tbe vote taken on the 
proposed amendments before another 
Presidential election.— S. F, Bulletin.

It was nnally 
decided to cut through the mountain 
range and BO reach Marlette Lake, 
which lies aboat five miles to tbe 
westward, and this diffiealt job is 
now nearly completed.

building tlio five-mile 


flame to carry the water of the lake 
to the tunnel, and that job will also 
soon be completed. The connection 
wil h Marletto Lake will afford Vir- 
ginia un unfailing supply of tLe fin- 
est water in tho world, for it is de- 
rived from the taelting snows of the 
Sicrraa.
